DISPUTES WITH TRUSTEES 


County Board Held up this Morning 


/While Members 
Hold 
Controversy 


Atont Conduct of Business at Gatliff— 
City's Bill for Police Refused by 
Board. 


Tor the first time since the Racine 


county board of supervisors have been 
in session, there was a "scrap" this 
morning-, over the manner in which the 
Racino county insane asylum is conduct- 
ed. Supervisor Tucker and -'President 
Willirum Shenkerfherg of the trustees of 
the asylum, were the two men to ex- 
change words. The asylum committee, 
to •whom was referred the report of the 
trwtces and superintendent, submitted 
a report, signed by G. TV. Healy and H. 
H. "Weeks, but Supervisor Tucker did not 
sign, taldng exceptions to the manner 
in -which tho report of the trustees was 
mmde up, claiming it -wtvs a loose and 
ship-shod manner of doing business. 


The majority of the committee re- 


ported and reconanended that all moneys 
collected from faid patients «nd all other 
BCUTOCS, be paid into £ho asylum fund 
ond subject to asylum orders only; that 
at the end of the fiscal year the trustees 
be instructed to have their report print- 
ed and one thousand to be circulated in 
pamphlet form; that $7,»OD be raised by 
tax for asylum purposes; that 10 per 
cent of the bills are not Tepeipe^ and the 
committee would recdnirncnd that all 
Mlty,- including,' .tlMue' -paid by the sup- 
erintendent be itewizei-and receipted;. 
further that nil money* paid the trus- 
tees for services rendered as trustees, or 
otherwise, bo placed' 3tf<hc column under 
the head of salaries, including per diom 
and mileage of the trustee*, for the rea- 
son that the present form 5s misleading ; 
it -was also recommended that the trus- 
tees bo instructed to hire a good and 
carcfol farmer to have charge of the 
farm and be responsible to the trustees. 


. Tucker Did Hot Sign. 


Supervisor Tncker explained that he 


did not sign the report fcecnuse it ivas 
not in accordance -with Jlis ideas and that 
he was not- ready to submit a minority 
report. 


Scperraor Trace moved that it be re- 


ferred. hack to the committee. Tie said 
th»t there -were sorae receipts that did 
not tcH where the money •went lOj in 
the report of the trustees, and 3ic be- 
lieved the boord ought to taiow where 
the money irent ;and he believed there 
ehonld he light. 


{Supervisor Albert. Anderson said that 


the superintendent and Mr. Shnnkonborg 
•were present and moved that they be 
beard; th»t they be askfd to appear be- 
fore the board a=4 explain; he wanted 
to h»re » cleaning up. 


Snpervi»or Ayers morcd that action bo 


deferred until tomorrow afternoon, after 
the regular business «nd give Mr. Tucker 
si chance to .submit a minority report. 


Supervisor Anderson did no.i see why 


they could not go ahead; if there are 


let them be made now and clean 


tiling to show if employes should claim 
they were not paid. 


Followed a System. 


President Shenkcnbcrg of the trustees 


addressed the board and said they hud 
followed a method that every institu- 
tion in the state had. About the $f>,000 
he said that if they would look on page 
34 of the -report they would find what 
each and every employe received and he 
road the list, amounting to $5,000. In 
regard to the pay roll and there being no 
receipts, ho said tnat for every bill pro-- 
sented they issue a check and this is en- 
dorsed, which is a receipt and he would 
leave it to any man in business if it were 
not true that this was the way business 
of that kind was transacted, and it was 
tho method of doing business in all asy- 
lums. 
Supervisor Tucker claimed that under 


the system there was no way of know- 
ing whether li. pay roll was padded or 
not, this had been, done in many cases 
throughout 
tho country. He 
claimed 


that the report of the trustees contained 
false statements, that the books only 
showed hah' what had been paid the 
trustees under .the head of salaries. 


The 
controversy became general .on. 


the manner in which' bills were made out 
for coal, etc., on the asylum bill heads, 
and that most of them were-made that 
way. 
Mr. Shcnkcnberg defied 
Supervisor 


Tucker to show him a single one of the 
kind he claimed and said it was the way 
business was done in the town. Mr. Tuck- 
er represented. 
' 


Supervisor Tucker claimed the report 


was- misleading because certain items 
were not -given. 


Mr. Sheiikenberg claimed 'they were 


not false any more than receipts in his' 
own town. He did not think charges for 
extra work should be charged to tho 
trustee. .He said that they had'the re- 
ceipts for everything; that the trustees 
were under bonds for $4,000 and-the su- 
perintendent for $3,000. 


Became Rather Warm. 


Supervisor Tucker insisted thnt the re- 


port -was confusing and that it could bo 
more intelligent;. he had not charged 
any one with having taken anything, but 
did claim it Was a junglcd report. 


Mr. Shenkenberg. explained the- bills 


for coal, etc., and how freights were paid. 
The system had been followed eighteen 
years in tho county and never been ques- 
tioned before. 
He defied Supervisor Tucker to show 


a single bill thnt was not right, or re- 
ceipted for or to show where goods were 
bought and he did not propose to have 
him make- false statements before the 
•board. He also.intimated.-that he would 
make Mr. Tucker prove it if he followed 
t to .the- -supreme -court.-"'

City .Bill Refused. 


The bill presented to the -board by 


City Clerk.Armstrong, amounting to $3.- 
276.05, for fees due the police, for state 
warrants, etc., was voted down.

;hat in his opinion it was a legal charge. 


There was n minority report in favor

FIFTEEN BILLION DOLLARS. 


Is the Total of Year's Production of 


Manufactured Articles. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 25.—Fif- 


teen billions of dollars represent 
the 


value of the annual production of manu- 
facturers in the United States. Col. John 
M. .Carson, chief of the bureau of manu- 
factures, maKes this statement in his an- 
nual report made public yesterday. The 
figures do not represent finished products 
entirely but include product!* in various 
stages of progress. Last year the aggre- 
gate value of domestic merchandise ex- 
ported was $1,854,000,000, an increase of 
nearly $.136,000,000 over the preceding 
years. Demands made by business men 
for the extension of the parcels post to 
foreign countries is 
discussed. 
It 
is 


claimed that this extension would open 
markets; now closed to American business 
men for lack of transportation facilities.

NEW.YORK, Nov. 25—Thirteen per-, 


sons lost lives.and several others wer* 
injured early today in a. tenement house 
fire at 100th. street and Second avenue. 
All the dead were Italians. Seven of tha 
thirteen were children. The bodies w*r«' 
found huddled together in rooms on th« 
top .floor, of the .four story builduf. _ 
where the terror 'stricken 'people ta4 
gone when the flames broke put. They 
had succumbed before-they could rekch 
windows which led to the' fire escapes- 
Some had been enveloped in the flatnes 
and burned alive. Others, overcome by 
smoke, were spared the agonies bf death 
in. the flames. 


Work.of Inirendiaries. 


That the fatal fire wa« the work of 


incendiaries who sought revenge i» the 
opinion of the police and firemen who • 
made the first hasty examination. Thre« 
weeks ago three Italians were caught ia 
the act of attempting to rob a. s»fo in 
the saloon of GuSsappe Cudano, on tho 
ground, floor. The,-s*fa- contained ove* 
$2,000 which the saloon keeper's- friendi 
had withdrawn from banks during the 
money'panic. 


The would-be rob'bern w«re 


and »re now awaiting -trim}. -'The/ fire of 
today started in Cud*nO's saloon and th* 
police believe that it may ha'va been 1h« 
work of friends of the prisoners -who 
took this means of squaring'the. account 
with-the saloon keeper. 


Kevenge, If Sought, Achieved. : 


Cudano discovered the fire when he 


went down to open his place of business. 
early this morning. 
As he opened the 


door he wad met by a rush of names »nd 
without waiting a moment to investigate

dashed up the .stairs to the tenements' 
above crying out for the occupints of the 
building'to run for their lives.' When h» 
reached the rooms occupied-by his own 
family he burst in the door and seizing'. 
his young son Domino in his'arms told 
Mrs. Cudano and other members of the 
family to follow. Cudano and the boy 
managed to find their way down' th« 
stairs to the street, but before the worn- ' 
en could get through the flames, had .cut': 
off exit by that avenue. It is supposed 
that Mrs. Cudano and the other children .; 
sought.safety in the upper part of tha 
building.

never will to known. 


Cries Soon Blotted Out 


So quickly did the flames spread.that 


almost before the firemen arrived th« 
whole building was a furnace and it was 
impossible for any ono to enter. , Even 
the cries of the agonized women and chil- 
dren were drowned by the roar and 
crackling of flames, the hissing engines . 
and the cries of the babbling 
crowd 


which pressed as closely as possible .to 
the fire lines. Not a single person was 
seen to appear at any of the windows of 
the building with the exception of thosa 
on the second floor from which several 
persons reached the fire escape and wer* 
rescued. 


Tried to Save Baby. 


The reason for this was explained 


when after the flame* had been partially 
checked, firemen fought 
their 
way 


through the smoke to the upper floors. 
There they came upon piles 
of dead 


where they had fallen victims to the rush 
of flames and smoke even before they 
had a chance to attempt to save them- 
selves. In one of the heaps the firemen 
found a woman who had made one last 
desperate effort to save the life of'Her 
baby when she knew that she, herself, 
was" doomed to a horrible death. !jhe had 
folded her arms tightly around thtllttU 
one and then huddled down close to the 
floor, her own body protecting that of 
the child. The mother's body was badly 
burned. That of the child bore.scarcely 
a murk but it-was dead-froni suffocation. 
On every side of the mother..and child 
lay the bodies of other victims.

Would Tu: M«pn Trade*. 


It is a significant coincidence th«.t four 


or five senators and a dozen or two of 
tho representatives who have dropped 
into Washington wjthin the last 
ten 


days have been preparing bills looking 
toward some kind of government regu- 
lation of trading in margins. One sen- 
ator today outlined a. measure which he 
expects to introduce providing for a tax 
of 10 per cent on all trades in which one 
person sells a thing he does not own up- 
on a margin put up by another person, 
who does not expect nor want the pro- 
perty actually delivered to him. 


"I believe," said the senator, "that 


trading in margins on the 
New York 


stock exchange is wholly responsible for 
,he panicky conditions of the last month. 
The operations of Heinze, Morse, Tho- 
mas, and other so called financiers, were 
all based upon stock ' jobbing 
values. 


They established strings of banks merely 
to secure money enough to control the 
stock markets. No deliveries of stocks 
or bonds were actually made by any- 
jody. There was no question as to the 
intrinsic value of the property which was 
supposed to be represented by securities. 
Vast sums of money were poured into 
the stock exchange to build up or break 
down values of securities, and 
every 


cent of that money was taken out of the 
legitimate channels of trade. 


Money Diverted for Speculation. 
Tt is a fact, as most people know, that 


the prosperous west has been out of 
Wall street for a long while. It wa* not 
directly concerned in the collapse of the 
Hcinze copper corner or in the downfall 
of Morse and Thomas. What did con- 
cern the interior, and -what does concern 
legitimate business interests, is the fact 
that money has been diverted'to specu- 
lative purposes which should have been 
held for legitimate business. The farm- 
ers and manufacturers in the west are 
not. only solvent, but have a surplus. 
They are not merely prosperous, they

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. -21.—It is 


evident from the remarks of senators 
nnd representatives arriving here that 
the money kings of New York and their 
imitators in other parts of the country 
need not look for much sympathy from 
congress. Almost all the statesmen ad- 
mit that the situation is a serious one 
and that some radical remedy must be 
devised to supply plenty of money. They 
are, however, almost to a man disposed 
to put the blame upon the speculative 
influences in New York. 


Every congressman from the west re- 


ports the 'same thing. They come to the 
White house and treasury department 
and tell identical stories of constant pros- 
perity, good crops, large

scarcity of money. Many of them are 
unable" to understand how two such con- 
tradictory 
conditions can exist at the 


same time. What they do know is that 
western banks and western 
capitalists 


have now and have had vast sums on 
deposit in New York while western bunks 
today hold New York commercial paper 
upon millions of money. 


Western Banks' Cash Tied Up. 


The constant complaint which is being 


dinned into the ears of Secretary Cortel- 
you and President Roosevelt 
is ths.t

Value of Sunflower, 


The sunflower, though it originated in 


this country in,the region of the great, 
plains, is not used so extensively-here as 
in some other countries, notably Russia. 
H is. a long time since the. plnnt first 
delighted the eyes of Europeans, being 
then cultivated in the gardens of Madrid. 
The early Spanish explorers had found it 
in th;s country and taken it'home with 
them. 


The plant was utilized by the Aim-ri- 


?an Indians long Iwfore the days of Co- 
lumbus. 
When C'hamplain visited th« 


Georgian Bay in 1615 he found the-na- 
tives growing it and using the oil for 
their hair. 
It wnis raised, chiefly, how- 


ever, for the food afforded by tlic seeds. 


In Russia, at the present day the seeds 


are eaten in immense quantities, raw or 
roasted, ns peanuts 'are in America, -and 
the oil obtained by pressing the seeds is 
an important article of diet. 
The fre- 


quent religious fast days in that coun- 
try restrict the use of meat and lead lo 
a- large consumption of vegetable oil that 
compares favorably with 
olive oil 
for 


table purposes, 


Kven the upper classes in Russia, eat 


the seeds, the larger and finer ones being 
quite equal to most .nuts in -respect of 
palnhibilit.y 
and 
wholesomeness. 
The 


stalks and dried leaves are highly pri/,ed 
for fuel, being in some parts of the cm 
pire almost the only substitute for wood 
An acre of sunflowers will yield many 
cords of good fuel. 


The oil appears to have more of the 


general properties of olive oil'than has 
anv other known vegetable oil: It takes 
about a bushel of seeds to make a gallon 
of oil. and fifty bushels of seeds can IK 
grown on one acre of land. A* the oil 
sells at $1 a gallon, the profit is large. 


Of late years purified sunflower oil has 


been used extensively to adulterate olive 


oil. 
Tt is pale'yellowish color a'ud'dc 


ciuVdlv'palatalilc.

Substance 


Trom Baby's Throat or Eyes.—The fre- 
quency with which mothers and careless 
nurses leave safety pins about is greatly 
to be deplored. ''One baby managed 
to 


iwallow five 'safety pins (one of which 
was open) while the nurse's back was 
turned for a minute only. 


Often, if the object swallowed has not 


passed down far, it may be brought up 
by simply giving the child a sharp slap 
between 'the shoulders, or by 
turning 


him upside down and holding him by the 
foet, and then slapping his back. If this 
•does not bring up the object, the mother 
should try to reach it with her finger, 
but when the article 
swallowed has 


reached the stomach, 
give .the baby 


plenty of mush, bread and milk, or even 
baked poptatoes, which will form a soft 
coating about it and help to bring it 
safely through the stomach 
and 
in- 


testines. JNevor make tho grave mistake 
of giving a cathartic to hurry the body 
through: this does far more harm than 
good, and may be even dangerous. 


When the foreign body is in the nose, 


hold one nostril, and make 
the 
child 


blow the other if he is old enough to un- 
derstand how to do thin. If not, tickle 
his nose with a feather, 
or induce a 


sneeze by the means of a little pepper. 
- If the substance is in the baby's ear, 
it should not be tampered with unless 
it may be easily seen at the opening of 
the ear. Take the child at once to a. 
pood doctor, for if the article is not soon 
removed, grave trouble may result- 
Boston Traveler.

Statement of State. 


The first proceeding of the 
morning 


srssion was the making of the opening 
statement of District Attorney Fulton 
Thompson, who addressed the jury for 
about ten minutes, describing the scenes 
in.the saloon and the happening as would 
he contended by the state. He related 
the fact of Best coming to this city on 
March 27 and calling at the Dillon sa- 
loon for the purpose of collecting an ac- 
count which had. been outstanding for 
some time. He was stated to have arriv- 
ed at the saloon shortly before 5 o'clock. 
The evidence, according to the state's at- 
torney will show that Dillon was stand- 
ing back of the cigar case and that Best 
wns in front of the cose talking about 
the bill and that during that talk an al- 
tercation arose concerning its payment. 
When the altercation arose Dillon stepp- 
ed behind the bar to a drawer in which 
was contained a loaded revolver which he 
secured and came back to the front of 
the saloon. 


Story of the Shooting. 


When Dillon reached the front part of 


the saloon with the revolver in his hand, 
the state contends, he found that Best 
wns nbout leaving the saloon. Best, it 
u-ill be claimed,'was practically'outside 
of the saloon at the time. Dillon then 
"kicked Best who turned around and part- 
ly faced Dillon, 
When Best did that 


; Dillon threw up the hand which held the 


revolver and fired a shot which ended 
the life of Best. The district attorney 
'then related the facts regarding the. tak- 
ing of Best to St. Mary's hospital and 
his death at that institution on April

District; Attorney 
Thompson stated 


later in his remarks to the jury that 
Best,staggered out of the doorway onto 
the sidewalk and was taken into the 
Raymond 
hardware store. After the 


shooting jJillou walked back of the bar 
nnd had a drink pr two with other per- 
sons in the place. Then he proceeded to 
bowl a game on BU alley which is locat- 
ed on tho south side, of the saloon proper. 
During nil that time, the district attor- 
ney said, Dillon wns conscious of having 
shot Best. 
Dillon,, wflft finally arrested 


in the, place and tuj^en .to the store where 
Best was lying on the floor under the 
care of a physician. At the time of that 
arrest he was conspicuous of having fired 
the bullet which ended the life of Best.

While Dillon was conscious of 
having 


caused the fatal wound, he was confront- 
ed by the injured man and denied that 
he ever knew Best or that Best had ever 
been in his place. . He denied all of the 
facts in the case. 


M»de False Statements.' 


While the district attorney did not 


charge Dillon outright with falsifying 
his answers to the police officers after he 
shot Best he did make 
statements to 


those officers regarding the location of 
the revolver which was intended to de- 
ceive, the officers in locating it. The re- 
volver was afterward found in a cess- 
pooi in the rear of the saloon where it 
had been placed either by Dillon or some 
person in his employ. A broken revolver 
was found in the-drawer in which the 
defendant told the officers the revolver 
with which the shooting was done was 
contained. 
That practically closed the 


statement made by the state and Attor- 
ney Thomas M. Kearney stated the de- 
fense's Bide of the case. 


Case Short and Plain. 


Attorney Kearney, in his address to 


the jury, stated that he felt that the 
present case was a very serious one as 
it had to do with the death of :i person. 
Tt was the first time, he said, that he had 
been called upon to net in a case of this 
nature. He stated further that the case 
would be a short and a plain one and 
that there would be no haggling over 
small points. The truth of the entire 
matter would be told and there would be 
no effort on the part of the defense to 
cloud it over. 
It will all have to do 


with what occurred in the small room 
in the front part of the saloon. There 
won't be much doubt about what occur- 
red there. It is true he said, that there 
was an altercation, but the state had 
failed to state what that altercation was. 
Dillon had been ill before that and was 
under the care of a physician at that 
time. Best seemed quite excited about 
the collection of the bill and used lan- 
guage which he did not care to repeat at 
this time as there were ladies in the 
court room. 


Defense's View of Shooting. 


He said that Best paid that he would 


have, to take the bill out of Dillon's 
hide and started after Dillon who was 
standing back of the cigar case. Dillon 
then went after the gun in the drawer 
in the back of the bar and came out in 
front with it. When ho reached the cor- 
ner of the showcase Best had reached the 
opening between the case and the parti- 
tion. Dillon told him to leave the place. 
As Dillon stepped around the. corner of 
the ewe Best kicked at him and Dillon 
returned the kick, striking Best in the 
back. Best then went to the doorway. 
He. held the door with one hand and hud 
the other hand on the, showcase with Dil- 
lon trying to close the door. Best then 
kicked at Dillon the second time, strik- 
ing him above the groin. H was then 
that the gun in the hand of Dillon ex- 
ploded. He stated that there would be 
no question as 'to the identification of 
the gun from which the bullet was fired 
which caused the dentil of Best, but there 
would be a question as to the occurrences 
in the front room of the saloon ^ the 
timo the gun exploded, By that state- 
ment it was shown that the defense will 
claim accidental shooting on the part of 
Dillon and that Best wns in a measure 
responsible for that explosion. 


Father of Best on Stand. 


The first witness placed on the stand 


today was Jacob Best of •Milwaukee, the 
father of the deceitsed. There were some 
questions regarding his son's business 
here the day of the shooting and whiuh 


arc immaterial to the case. He state, 
that he found his son in the hospital an 
that he remained here until his death on 
April 2. 
The defense objected to the

Address By Mr. Starr. 


One of Lhe features of this morning's 


meeting of the board was an address 
by V. P. Starr of JanesviHe, Mr. Starr 
is supervisor of assessments of Rock 
county, where practically the same plan 
of SMseisment is practiced as in Racine. 
He had been invited l\v Hie board to 
discuss its succe-s. 
Mr. Starr empha- 


sized the fact that the only means of se- 
curing a just and satisfactory assess- 
ment of property and n fair and equita- 
'ble equalization was by perfect harmony 
in the work'niR forces, the assessors, the 
supervisors and tho county board. With 
the iutr.iductory remarks that the sub- 
ject of assessment was usually as dull 
as it was important, he outlined the 
means by which this end was secured in 
Rock county. He compared'the present 
situation with that of three years ago, 
when the assessment 
was admittedly 


largely by guess. 
At the present time 


three'valuations of property arc taken. 
First the real value of the property as 
obtained by a comparison of 
selling 


prices of property either personal or real 
in any vicinity. This is listed and com- 
pared" wth K list of the assessed valua- 
tion for the same properly. Thus the ra- 
tio of the assessment lo the real valua- 
tion is arrived nt. In addition to this, 
in inspection is made of 20 farms, or 
houses, in each town, village or city of 
the county. This inspected valuation is

anly slightly from the percentage of the 
real and assessed values.

"Of couse we can't expect to get over this 
attack in a day or a week, but as the 
crops move, nnd gold comes in, and the 
new bank notes get into circulation there 
will be a gradual loosening up and mat- 
ters will get to their normal condition in 
two or three months.1 In the meantime 
people arc showing their confidence in 
the country and its institutions by doing 
business with the temporary substitutes 
for the actual cash. It is this wonder- 
ful good sense of the people, which has 
been a mighty factor in preventing a 
panic and a complete demoralization of 
business. No other nation in the world 
could have been so calm under the condi- 
tions.

IN MEMORIAM. 


On Sunday, the 3rd of November, 1907, 


in the presence of a large concourse of 
relatives and friends the 
remains of 


James Hay, well and favorably known 
in this community was laid to rest in 
the Yorkville Cemetery, by the side of 
his only daughter, and wife, who had 
preceded him by four years to the fam- 
ily lot. 


A native of Northumberland, England, 


in 1844 when fifteen years of age, he 
emigrated with his father's family to 
this part of the world and located in the 
town of Raymond, his mother dying en 
route. 


Pushed by the exigencies of pioneer 


days, the deceased, when about 20 years 
of age, organized a company of younj 
men and piloted them into the forests 
of northern Wisconsin, where for sev- 
eral winters they made shingles, to bo 
dirposed of the Allowing spring, as they 
were rafted down the rivers toward the 
gulf, returning the following summer to 
work the farm. Ever on the alert for 
new things, he became the pioneer of the 
Farmers' Mutual Fire Insurance compan 
ies in Racine county, organizing and put 
ting in operation,-the Raymond company 
in 1873. 
Owning and running several 


threshing machines he was the first to 
use the steam engine for that business 
in Racir.e county as well as the first to 
introduce to the fanners of southeastern 
Wisconsin the 
thoroughbred 
Gorman 


Percheon breed of horses. 


But preeminently he was known as an 


agent and barterer all over this part of 
the state and was generous and kind- 
hearted, almost to a fault. 


His knowledge of people throughout 


thin and the surrounding counties consti- 
tuted him a veritable biographical dic- 
tionary of these parts reaching back to 
the beginnings of history here, and he 
had the happy faculty of remembering 
the good traits of people and seldom re- 
ferring to their shortcomings, And when 
he recounted the scenes and incidents ol 
hia early days, especially that part of it 
which referred to his life in the woods— 
the rafting on the rivers—the "shooting 
of the Dells" of the Wisconsin, as it 
WHB termed, he became at once to every 
bov listener-, a person of note, as dit!
